and cripple n moral agency which is an 
indispensable adjunct of free govern- 
ment and that to accomplish this end 
a rule of negligence which does not 
applj' to real statements or discussions 
is applied to printed statements or dis- 
cussions; that it is an attempt to pro- 
hibit cartoons. 


"I do not admit that the press is a 


part of tbe government," said the gov- 
ernor. "Would you say that a music 
teacher is part of the government? 
And yet a music teacher instructs and 
elevates the people." 


"Yes, but a music teacher is not 


specially privileged by tbe constitu- 
tion, nor does a music teacher act aa 
an Imitator and promoter of political 
discussion or as a critic of the govern- 
ment and as a curb upon official pow- 
er. 


"It is said that In signing this law 


you were actuated by a desire to pun- 
ish newspapers which had criticised 
you in the past and to prevent such 
criticism in the future; tbat the in- 
spiration was spite and re'venge." 


"I will not discuss my motives." 
"To speak quite plainly. Governor 


Pennypacker, it is pretty generally be- 
be\ed that Pennsylvania is a state 
given up absolutely into tbe contiol of 
corrupt politicians " 


"That is absolutely untrue. 
Who 


saj'S such things?" 


"Mr. John Wanamaker, for instance, 


the greatest merchant in your state, 
told me some time ago tbat from a po- 
litical standpoint Pennsyhama was a 
sunken state lying in an almost hope- 
less moral abyss." 


"It was very wrong on tbat gentle- £ 


man's part to say such a thing. He 
had ambitions of his own, and they 
were defeated. 
He based bis ambi- 


tious upon bis claims as a merchant. 
His failure to accomplish what be de- 
sired may account for bis utterance." 


"But, governor, it is generally be- 


lieved tbat Pennsylvania is an utterly 
coirupt state, tbat the only cbeck upon 
corruption has been tbe independent 
and honest press, and it is charged 
that in signing this law you were 
merely the instrument of unscrupulous 


j politicians who desire to take the brav- 
ery out of the press and to make it 
Impossible for it to continue the fight 
for honest laws and decent govern- 
ment." 


"Tbe fact is," said Mr. Peunj pack- 


er, "that Pennsylvania is a little bet- 
ter tban any other state in the Un- 
ion." 


"But today, governor—the Pennsyl- 


vania of today?" 


"Pennsylvania of today spends more 


for schools and charities tban any 
etate in tbe Union." 


"But are your elections honest?" 
"As I &ald before. Pennsylvania is 


a little better tban any other state. 
Public offices are managed bere on a 
broader and better basis, leading to 
higher thoughts and better results." 


"Apparently you do not care to an- 


swer tbe charge that you bave been 
used by corrupt politicians as an in- 
strument to silence the criticism of the 
press." 


"You 
can go back to New York," re- 


plied the governor, "and you can say 
to tbe people of New York tbat tbe 
governor of PennsjTlvaiiia has sat on 
the Judicial bench for ten jears, that 
at tbe time of bis nomination for gov- 
ernor he hod Just been elected for an- 
other period of ten years, that he did 
not seek 1o be governor, tbat he did 
not desire tbe office and tbat be is not 
tt politician." 


"And wbat do you say to tbe charge 


that this press law is the result of 
corrupt politics wai?ing war on re- 
formatory forres. and tbat it is a dis- 
grace not only to PennsjMvania but to 
the whole nation?" 


"It is false! Pennsylvania has sim-

TO AID THE 


RUSSIAN JEWS 


B'nai B'ritb has before it a proposi- 


tion to bring 5,000,000 Jews from Rus- 
sia to America, says the New York 
Press. The sentiment of the Rev. Dr. 
MacArthur that in the United States 
and in American conditions is to be 
found the solution of the Jewish prob- 
lem -was taken up the other night at a 
meeting of Justice lodge of the order 
named and a committee wasrfippointed, 
with Dr. Isador Singer at its head, to 
prepare in detail a plan for action that 
shall afford relief from the persecution 
which Je'ws in Russia, Galicia and 
Roumania undergo. The affair is not to 
stop with the efforts of Justice lodge, 
but is to be brought before all Jewish 
organizations m America. 


Dr Singer said that as America had 


solved the Cuban question so is it in 
time destined to soh e the Jewish prob- 
lem, and the only organization having 
machinery to arrange properly the de- 
tails of the scheme is the B'nai B'rith 
order. 


"There are. approximately, 5,000,000 


Jews in Russia." said Dr. Singer, "as 
against 123.000,000 Russians, and since 
the Jews are not protected, to the 
sha^ie of Christianity, it is better and 
easier to remove the Jews than to 
convert the Russians to humanity. 


"A feature which I am confident is 


in harmony with the times is a benev- 
olent trust to handle contributions. 
Lirge suras are needed 
A study of 


benevolence shows that at present 
Jews in America are concentrating 
their benevolence upon Jews already 
in America. 
We liope to counteract 


this tendency by advocating that the 
Jew, ariived fit Ellis island, must take 
care of himself, us do other immi- 
grants 
II" becomes an American. 


Let Lim get on us other Americans do. 
For the solution of this Jewish prob- 
lem in Russia American Hid is needful. 
Through the bonovolent trust wo hope 
to get control of some of the millions 
th.it nrc Ri\en annually" to various 
Jewish religious and charitable causes. 
The amount is yr>,000,000 a j ear. We 
hope also to Interest the governors of 
the Baron de Ilirsch fund. There are 
povernors in London, Paris, Brussels, 
Frankfort and Berlin. Neither Amer- 
ica nor Russia is represented. 
Tho 


fund amountb to $14,000,000. 
Israel 


Znntfwill claimed this fund for the 
'Zionist movement, but the claim was 
not considered eeriously 
We believe, 


however, that we sball fare better 
with our project to bring the Jews In 
Russia to free America. 


"Our committee hopes to raise locally 


a good deal of monoy and to engage 
steamers to brinj; libber 100,000 Rus- 
sian Jews a yerti 
Vraenca can assim- 


ilate them 
Besides, these immigrants 


will be prepared to quit Russia long 
before they actually do so. They will 
be taught the English language and 
American ways. 
Upon arrival they 


will not be permitted to settle in New 
York or the congested cities of the east. 


Instead we bope to bring tfiein into 
America by way of New Orleans and 
to take them to the farm lands of the 
west Passage hither will carry with 
it the condition that Jews are not to 
be permitted to take up residence else- 
where. 
Americans have uo fear of 


Jewish domination."

PLAN TO END 


KENTUCKY FEUDS 


General O. O. Howard of Bell coun- 


ty, Ky., who has undertaken to put a 
stop to feuds in Kentucky and baa 
been riding on horseback tlirougb the 
feud counties, accompanied by Fred- 
erick C. Chamberlain of Boston, ridi- 
cules the idea of being shot by mis- 
take while on, his tour of investiga- 
tion, says a special dispatch from Lex- 
ington to the New York Herald. He 
says the feudist seldom makes a mis- 
take; that when he sights down the 
barrel of his rifle he usually knows 
who the guu is pointed at 


"There is no danger of any moun- 


tain man pointing a gun at 'Uncle Oli- 
ver,' " he said recently. "My solution 
of the feud problem, eliminating all 
else, is educatlou: Of course, this Is 
impossible in many sections of the 
state except with time and the ad- 
vancement of civilization." 


General Howard aud Mr. Chamber- 


lam started on their tour a few days 
ago, leaving the railroad at Echutaw, 
Lee county. It was in the Grant-Lee 
Memorial hall of Lincoln Memorial 
university, 
near 
Cumberland Gap, 


Tenn., that General Howard was seen 
while attending a meeting of the board 
of trustees of that Institution. 


General Howard is a firm friend ot 


the mountain people. He made possi- 
ble the Lincoln Memorial university, 
and his wisdom has been proved by 
the score of young men and -women 
who have been educated and have 
gpne out from the university into a 
life of usefulness. 


"The 
advancement 
of civilization 


and education," said General Howard, 
"will stamp out feuds, but such ad- 
vancement is, of course, slow to find 
its -way into the log cabins of the 
mountains, and I £fm going to see if 1 
cannot help these people out of their 
trouble by acting as an advance agent 
to education. 


"A feud is a sort of vigilance com- 


mittee such as is known to many sec- 
tions in tbe United States. The offi- 
cers of the law are inactive and cow- 
ardly. If a man commits some crime 
that deserves punishment they fail, 
either from cowardice or laziness, to 
bring the offender to justice, and tbe 
persons who felt that they had been in- 
jured, finding that they have no safe- 
guard in the law, resort to assassina- 
tion, or, taking tbe law into their own 
'hands, they are seized with a desire 
to mete out Justice without the aid of 
tbe law. 


"Yet there is nothing either north, 


west, east or south that is the parallel 
of tbe Kentucky feuds. Wherever I 
go I advocate to the people the neces- 
sity of good roads. The absence of not 
only railroads, but of turnpikes, or 
even good country roads, is one of the 
chief barriers to the advancement of 
education in these feud localities. 


"While it is true that the recent 


feud assassinations in Breathitt county 
—where I learned thirty-seven men 
had been slain from umbush within 
the last five years—have been most 
furious in the town of Jackson, which 
is entered by two railroads and situ- 
ated on a river navigable by small 
boats, it is a fact nevertheless that 
this feud originated in the most re- 
mote part of tbe county, long before 
tbe mountains were traversed by a 
railroad 
and 
when 
Jackson 
was 


smaller than Handman or HazaroX 
Traveling through these sections of 
the country, one is forced to go on 
horseback, and for myself I have al- 
ways rode n mule, because he Is the 
more sure footed beast By the build- 
ing of railroads and highways the 
people are brought closer together and 
the public school system is made pos 
Bible." 


General Howard said he noticed that 


the attitude of the people had changed 
decidedly within ttie last few years, 
and he never expected to witness in 
Kentucky 
another 
feud 
like 
the 


Frcnch-Eversole, the Strong-Amy, tbe 
Hill-Evans or the Baker-Howard. 


"The turnpike^, tbe railroads and 


the country school,' three agents of 
tbe advance of civilization," said the 
general, "are now making their ap- 
pearance In all parts of the state. It 
is true, the Baker-Howard feud occu- 
pied the center of the stage in public 
notice only three years ago, but since 
then Clay county has been crossed by 
several lines of telephone and the 
schools have been greatly improved. 
Speculators in oil and minerals have 
planted their machinery on the hill- 
Bides. 


"The Breathitt county feud Is the 


climax, reached after years of political 
strife, and is unlike in character any 
of the other feuds in the history of 
Kentucky. The spirit of hatred caused 
by the civil war between the Strongs 
and the Amya resulted in a long and 
bitter feud between their families and 
was handed down to the secdnd gen- 
eration, but I do not believe the pros- 
perous town of Jackson will know of 
a feud save In history after the prea* 
cut bitter atrife ceases. 


"I find in my trarels that the people 


are anxious to have peace with their 
neighbor*. They want justice, and If 
the courts will punish crime fend* will 
disappear with tbe advance of 
Hon." *
